MAXIM GORKY 


How Russia’s Famous Peasant Author Rose to 
Champion the Underworld’s Cause 


Bohemian la Instinct, He If « Proletarian to tbe Limit— Has Made Himself 
One With Tramps and Outcasts— Tall, Straight, Deep 
Chested and Large Boned, He Is Self 
Possessed and Masterful 
A 


Tolstoi is the prophet of non** 
resistance and peace, so Gorky 
is the prophet of protest and 
revolution. 
The 
one, 
noble 
hern, made himself one with the peas* 
lat; the other, peasant born, made him* 
•elf one with the tramp and outcast. 
Both are elemental men, dealing with 
realities. 
Both have the pessimism 
uid gloom of their race, and both 
iream of better things to come. 
The 
elder man Is a Christian in bis thought, 
» hough an unorthodox one, and his po­ 
litical views approach those of the 
philosophical anarchist; the other is 
materialistic in tendency and avowedly 
a Marxian Socialist. 
Tolstoi is social­ 
ly conventional, has an Ideal family 
tife and has a moral armor In which 
the world can find no flaw; Gorky Is a 
bohemian in Instinct, has left his wife 
and is living with an actress, and his 
ethical lessons have been learned In 
the social cellars. 
Both of these great 
Slavs believe a worldwide upheaval 
Is Impending, but the old man of gen­ 
tle blood would have It a warless one, 
while the y oung man of moujik de­ 
scent would meet force with force. 
Gorky 
is 
the 
Interpreter 
of the 
tramp, the voice of the underworld. 
As he himself ex presses it: 
“ I have come from below, from the 
nethermost ground of life, where is 
naught but sludge and murk. * • * 
I am the truthful voice of that life, 


deaee in me he Intrusts me with the 
duty of empty ing all the kitchen slops 
every morning. 
Please let me know 
whether It is part of my immediate du­ 
ties to carry the slops from the station 
master’s kitchen.” 
The statement has gone the rounds 
of the press that Gorky once fed pigs, 
and it was probably at the very time 
that he was carry ing those slops. What 
more natural than that he should have 
fed them to the station master’s grunt­ 
ing porkers? No wouder he inquired if 
this was a part of his duties. For a 
member of a melancholy race the 
quaint humor by which the question is 
Introduced Is rather delicious, is it 
not? 
Fortunately the slop carry ing, 
pig feeding episode was about at the 
end of Gorky ’s hard times. His pen 
was growing busy , and that should 
soon bring him fame and a man’s part 
In the world’s work. He was coming 
into his own. Happy Is that man who 
finds himself, for theu all men may 
find him. Misery comes from being out 
of place, from doing that which Is not 
for us; happiness results from reach­ 
ing our own niche and doing Butt 
which is for us. When one can ex press 
the highest and best that is in him he 
Is on the true path to the kingdom. 
Sometimes he must travel through the 
“ sludge and murk” to flud this true 
path, but it is worth ail the hardship 
aud suCferiug. Wbeu Gorky begau his 
stories he had found his niche, had

the harsh cry of those who still abide 
down there and who have let me come 
up to bear wituess to their suffering.” 


A Proletarian to the Limit. 


Gorky is a pen name, meaning “ Bit­ 
ter,” which is sufficiently Illuminative 
of the man's attitude. 
Ills real name 
is Alexei Maximovitch Pieshkoff. 
His 
father's name of Maxim he adopted as 
bis own. 
He was born in lStVS In 
Nljni Novgorod. 
He lost his parents 
in y outh and went to live with his 
grandfather, who taught him to read. 
At the age of ten he became appren­ 
ticed to a shoemaker, but ran away 
aud entered a draftsman’s office. 
In 
a y ear he ran away again aud became 
kitchen boy on a boat. 
His nex t job 
was as a baker in a celiar, which from 
bis description of it was about as hor; 
rible a life as one could lead. 
After 
this he was a porter, a chorister in a 
traveling 
opera company , an apple 
vender in the streets, a lawy er’s copy ­ 
ing clerk and an employ ee in a sta­ 
tion master’s office. 
Once during this 
time he attempted suicide, shooting 
himself severely , but recovering from 
the wound. 
At another time he tramp­ 
ed pretty ' much all over Russia, eon 
•orting with vagabonds and being one 
of the proletariat to the limit. 
It was while in the station master’s 
office that Gorky published his first 
•tory in a Tiflis newspaper. He was 
twenty -four y ears old then, and his 
later stories soon gave him fame in 
Russia aud iu time all over the world, 
A story of the station master experi­ 
ence reveals Gorky as the kicker theu 
as ever. To a friend who had interest­ 
ed himself in the y oung man’s welfare 
Gorky addressed the following note: 
“ The station master seems to be 
outlined with me, ami as u ruark of 
his good disposition toward and eou.fi- 


reached his path. 
He knew himself 
then and hence was to be known of all 
men. He felt the fierce joy of doing 
battle for the cause his soul loved. He 
was to be a force in the social and po­ 
litical upheaval of maukiud. 


Voice of the Slums. 
Who can measure the Impulse in the 
heart of a man? Who can describe the 
processes by which a soul gropes its 
way into the sunlight? 
Who can un­ 
ravel the my stery that veils the mind 
of genius even from itself? 
Who can 
determine the ex act quality of soul 
tone that makes the voice of au im­ 
mortal?

Seek not In

power that makes character. 
Tin 
mold, but do not impel. 
Environment 
i is but the contour of country that 
shapes the river’s course. 
It is not the 
thing that makes the river flow. 
Or - 
ward happenings may give direction t) 
a life, but do not determine the vol­ 
ume or momentum of that life’s ex ­ 
pression. 
Look not on the superflei I 
to solve the riddle of a great man. Yo 
1 
must search below the surface to hi 1 
the secret of a Shakespeare or a So • 
rates. 
Men are greater than the m - 
terial through which they manifest. 
Back of the seemlug is substance; 


back of the appearance 
is 
reality . 
Gorky may be the voice of the slums. 
but is not their product any more than 
a traveler is the product of the coun­ 
try he may visit and afterward de­ 
scribe? 
Gorky is a Rusilan aooujlk, 
but he is more, J ust as the individual 
Is alway s more than his attendant cir­ 
cumstances. 
There are hundreds of 
Slav nobles, but only one Tolstoi; 
there are millions of Slav peasaata, 
but only one Gorky . 
The Real Gorky . 
, 
Gorky ’s phy sical ty pe is maligned by 
most of the photographs published, la 
these he looks nervous, auaemic, hunt­ 
ed, sentimental. The real Maxim Gor- 
, ky is a tall, straight, deep chested, 
large boned man. iu features he is as 
1 far removed from the refined, weak 
faced intelligeuts as from the submit- 
j sive, apathetic moujik. The forehead 
is broad, furrowed deeply when he 
talks aud surmounted by a mop of 
dark hair; the ey es gray , serene, slight­ 
ly defiant; tbe uose big, not unlike Tol- 
j stoi's, but even more shapeless; the 
mouth big, somewhat grim, and the 
jaw square, massive aud resolute. You 
j feel at once that this is a self pos­ 
sessed, masterful man, a man in whom 
character is eveu more remarkable 
than intellect. 
The following anecdote is a revealing 
side light on the man: 
He went to the theater at Moscow 
one evening to see a play by a popular 
•writer. Instead of pay ing atteution to 
the stage the entire audience rose and 
greeted Gorky with prodigious accla- 
matiou. 
Then he delivered this ad­ 
dress: “ What on earth are y ou staring 
at me for? I am not a dancing girl nor 
the V enus of Milo nor a drunkard J ust 
picked out of the river? I write sto­ 
ries. They have the luck to please y ou, 
and I am glad of it. 
But that is no 
reason why y ou should keep ou star­ 
ing. 
We have coine here to see a 
charming play . Be good enough to at­ 
tend to that and leave me alone.” 
More delighted than ever, the audience 
shouted with joy . Perhaps they thought 
they would get another speech, but 
Gorky jumped out of bis seat aud left 
the theater In disgust. 


Lively Appreciation of Our Writers. 
It seems that this peasant author has 
a lively appreciation of some of our 
j own writers. 
“ I have adored Shakespeare,” 
he 
say s, “ ever since the age of fifteen, 
when as a cabin boy on a Volga Bteam- 
er I first read The Tempest’ and *A 
Midsummer Night’s Dream.’ I dislike 
the gloomy morals and asceticism of 
Dante and Milton. Longfellow’s ‘Hia­ 
watha’ is my favorite American poem. 
It Is fresh, naive, strong aud beauti­ 
ful. I failed to understand Wait Whit­ 
man. I love By ron and Shelley . I havs 
alway s compared Shelley to the Alps 
and By ron to the < aueasus.” 
j 
It is somewhat surprising that Gorky 
does not appreciate Whitman, for the 
two men are alike In many way s—la 
their social aud democratic ideals, in 
their lack of the conventional, in the 
fact that 
both tramped 
‘the open 
road,” in their elemental manhood and 
in 
their 
complete 
identification of 
themselves with the masses. 
Gorky ’s most famous long book Is 
“ Foma 
Gordy eef," 
a 
tragedy 
filled 
with more than the author’s usual 
gloom, but powerful in its character 
delineation and masterful in its pro- ( 
test against ty ranny and aristocratic 
shams. 
His short stories are more ad­ 
mired by the general public than his 
more ambitious efforts. They are orig­ 
inal and individual to the highest de­ 
gree and almost savage iu their truth­ 
fulness. One feels while reading them 
that this is a new voice telling of a 
world different from that which most 
of us 
know—a chaotic 
world just 
emerging into self consciousness, a 
primal 
and 
naked 
world, 
brutal, 
strong, groping, but terribly real. 
The 
atmosphere into which he leads m Is 
strange, but tonic.’ 
From the appearance of Gorky ’s first 
story . “ Makar Ohudra,” he was watch­ 
ed by the Russian spies of the govern­ 
ment as a passible revolutionist and 
dangerous character. 
Any body that 
tells the truth In Russia seems to be 
regarded as a dangerous character. 
Gorky was thrown into jail a half 
dozen times, the last time being for bus 
participation in the revolution. 


In Love With Our Freedom. 
His coining to this country was for 
the purpose of raising funds to help 
his brother Socialists in their struggle 
against the bureaucracy . 
He fell in 
love with the freedom he beheld here, 
for it was a revelation. 
He was espe­ 
cially surprised and delighted by the 
fact that he saw no soldiers and but 
few policemen, and, wonder of won­ 
ders, the cops he did encounter were 
civil. 
He was gratified in his very 
soul to behold on the people’s faces a 
look of hope and self reliance, not tbe 
cringing and sullenness to which he 
was accustomed at home. 
Here he 
beheld the democracy of which he had 
dreamed in his own land. 
He has 
spoken of his indescribable emotions as 
he first saw the Statue of Liberty in 
New York harbor. 
It was the sy mbol 
of his aspirations, the goal to which 
he would lead enslaved aud dejected 
Russia. 
But one untoward incident has at­ 
tended his visit to America. That was 
the discovery of the fact that he had 
not been formally divorced from his 
first wife or formally married to the 
woman he now calls his wife. 
His 
friends have explained that it Is al­ 
most Impossible to secure a divorce in I 
Russia, but That it is the custom for 
people to separate by mutual consent 
and to enter into new alliances which \ 
are universally recognized as binding. 1 
Gorky had done this, and the first Mrs. 
Gorky had formed a new alliance as 
well as himself. If it be true it would 
seem that there are other things need­ 
ed by Russia as will as liberty .

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Graphic Story of 
An Ey ewitness 


Newspaperwoman’s Thrill­ 
ing Experiences In San 
Francisco’s Fearful 
Disaster. 


Helen Dare, who escaped on April 19 
from the earthquake stricken city of 
Ban Francisco to Oakland and thence 
to Stockton, telegraphed to the Los 
Angeles Ex aminer the following thrill­ 
ing account of her own personal ex ­ 
perience in the Golden Gate city ’s fear­ 
ful disaster: 
Like thousands of others, I was 
awakened out of peaceful sleep into a 
paraly sis of fear by the violent and 
continued rocking of bed, of floor, of 
walls, of furniture, by the sounds of 
crashing chimney s, falling ornaments 
and pictures, breaking glass and the 
startled screams of women and chil­ 
dren. 
As if with a sudden Impact I felt 
I my bed struck from the north and then 
heave violently . I jumped out, putting 
my hands out to steady my self, but the 
opposite walls seemed to move away 
from me. 


Floor Rocked Like a Boat In a Gale. 
The floor rocked like a boat on a 
choppy sea. the violence of the motion 
increased and seemed ever and again 
to take a fresh start. It seemed as if it 
would uever end, aud y et it lasted but 
two minutes. 
My y oung son came 
running from his room, and, clasped 
in each other’s arms, we stood In the 
doorway of my room waiting, waiting. 
With a relax ing quiver, like the pass­ 
ing of a sigh, the heaving earth and bil­ 
lowing floor sunk into repose. 
We dressed, aud through the disar­ 
ranged 
furniture, 
over 
the 
broken 
glass and fragments of ornaments we 
made our way out. 
The streets were 
full of persons in every stage of un­ 
dress and ex citement, one y oung moth­ 
er in her night dress clasping her eight- 
months-old baby in her arms and try ­ 
ing to warm it by wrapping her thin 
lawn garment around It. 
A few blocks from May or Schmitz’s 
home and a block from Mrs. Eleanor 
Martin’s, the house where I have been 
stopping, 
is 
the 
western 
addition, 
where, owing to the hills of rock for­ 
mation, the damage was least. 
The swarming persons climbed the 
hills, their first fear being that a tidal 
wave would follow, and all ey es were 
on the bay . shining in the morning 
light, but not even the sea wall of the 
land that the Fair estate is reclaiming 
from the ocean was hidden by water. 
The great gas tank near the water’s 
edge was in liames, aud many believed 
the disturbance bad come from the ex ­ 
plosion of that. 
I set out at once to see what damage 
had been done, finding it more appall­ 
ing with every block I walked. 
My 
way led along Pacific and Van Ness 
avenues, through the district of splen­ 
did homes of wealth and fashion, and 
not one of the long lines of imposing 
houses but had suffered severely . 
The home of J ohn D. Spreekels at 
Pacific avenue and La Guana street la 
one of the finest and proudeat In the 
dty , and on it the parapet had cracked 
and crumbled and fallen like so much 
spun sugar out of a wedding cake. 
Blocks of cement had fallen from the 
entrance calling, and at one of tbe up­ 
per windows a wan, white face peered 
from the rich laca curtains at Rudolph 
Spreckela’ handsome house at Gough 
and Pacific avenue. 
The lawn was 
riven from end to end in great gashea, 
the ornamental Italian raii leading to 
the imposing entrance was a battered 
heap. 
i 
Rudolph Spreekels, his wife, his little j 
sou, his mother-in-law and sisters-ln 
law and maid servants had set up thalr 
household ou the sidewalks. The wom­ 
en were wrapped in rugs and coverlets 
and huddled in easy chairs hastily roll- ! 
ed out. 
They were having their morning taa 
on the sidewalk and the silver service 
was spread on the stone coping. At 
house after house of the wealthy and 
fashiouable this scene was repeated. 
Turning into Van Nees avenue, there 
on the left was St. Bridget’s stone 
churcb at Broadway and Van Ness, 
with its tall towers fallen and the stone 
walls hanging loosely from the top. 
There oa my right, a couple of bloeks 
away , was St. Luke’s church, a total 
wreck, its tower of stone just a heap 
of waste. The churches have suffered 
greatly . 
St. Patrick's and St. Domi­ 
nick's arc wrecked, aud the old Mis­ 
sion Dolores of the Franciscan Fathers 
has the ancient tiles of its roof crush­ 
ed in, though the adobe walls still 
stand, 
but the steeple of the new 
church beside it in toppling over crush­ 
ed in its roof. 


Fashionables Flee la Bare Feet. 
All along tbe two avenue« of fashion 
not a brick chimney was left standing. 
In every block there are tons and tons 
of wreckage 
Clans Spreekels’ home 
on Van Ness avenue had Its cornices 
and parapet crumbled like a pie crust. 
Walter Hobart’s house, that was built 
for Amy Crocker when she became 
Mrs. Porter Ashe, has all 
o d c side 
wrecked. 
The St. Dunstan, at Sutter aud Van • 


Nec» , one of the smartest apartment 
houses, built of stone, has Its top story 
1 tumbled off and its solid walls craok- 
j ed. 
At McNutt’s hospital, nearly op- 
! posite the St. Dunstan, on Sutter street, 
the patient» who could be moved had 
been brought to the door and sidewalk, 
and anx ious inquirers were rushing up 
to get news of dear ones within who 
1 are bedridden or recently operated 
upon. 
j 
The new national bank on Polk street, 


eaket. I see before the door o t 
one my fellowR gathered In silence, for 
onoe, and dazedly looking on. It Is too 
ewesome a scene even for kb* newspa­ 
per men. 
I try to make my way to the ferry , 
first down one street and then down 
another leading to the water front. 
Each one as I try , from Post to Wash­ 
ington, Is closed by fire or wreckage, 
and there is no way through. 
On 
Washington street, opposite the old 
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near Sutter street, is a wreck, with its ' postoffice, a building has completely 
plate glass windows in splinters on 
collapsed, and under Its edges are 
the pavements. All Sutter street as I , horses struggling and dy ing. At last I 
look ahead seems an avenue of ruin. 1 find an open way on the nex t street, 
The Granada, a big fashionuble hotel, j and. with the warmth of the blaze of 
has its top and front shattered. Whole 
water front saloons on my back, I hur-

houses. I can see, are tumbled down. I 
must pick my way among the middle 
of the streets between the heaps of 
ruins. 
I find the streets swarming 
with people, white, wide ey ed, still 
awed, and others, again, ex ceedingly 
voluble in their terror, telling to every 
oue their story of what has happened 
to himself. 
Van Ness avenue is swarming. There 
are no ou ts, of course. Every one mutt 
walk who has no automobile or car­ 
riage or wagon. Automobiles are tear­ 
ing and honking madly in every direc­ 
tion, filled with frightened men and 
women and children, some dresaed as 
though for a promenade, others partly 
dressed 
or 
wrapped 
in 
bedclothes. 
Never were stranger automobile par­ 
ties than these. . 
I see one little woman carry ing her 
baby , her tear wet face clinging to its 
baby cheeks, and she wears only her 
nightdress and a kimono, and her ten­ 
der bare feet patter across the side­ 
walk from a mansion door to an auto­ 
mobile. Here again is an old. old wo­ 
man with wrinkled face, paper white, 
somebody ’s grandmother she is, and 
she is being trundled along in an In­ 
valid chair, her family , with lnuiily 
made bundles of clothes and valuables, 
all about her. 
It Is only when I get as far as the 
top of Leavenworth street and look 
down into the city ’s heart that I can 
get a glimmering of what an awful 
thing an earthquake is to a city . Great 
clouds of smoke rise dull and dark on 
every side and red angry flames shoot 
long tongues through them. 


Mighty Roar of Flames. 
I hear the roar aud crackling of fire 
unrestrained, aud with every blow I 
feel the heat on my cheeks and the cin­ 
ders and ashes sifting down upon me. 
When I come to Powell street I see the 
St. Francis hotel still standing aud the 
cinders and brands pouring upon It» 
roof. Remember this is only 7 o’clock. 
In Union square the grass is covered, 
every inch of it, with frightened, hud­ 
dled people who have sought the open. 
From Powell street down the shop 
windows are broken and the window 
display s lie ex posed in the drug stores 
with broken bottles trickling their con­ 
tents over every thing, in the dry goods 
and millinery shops offering loot to ev­ 
ery grasping hand. Kearney street and 
Montgomery street are highway « of 
confusion. 
The poor south of Market street, thus 
suddenly thrown out, are in ex odus 
toward Telegraph hill, dragging and 
trundling such 
household goods 
as 
they have managed to save. 
Here are 
boy s anti a thin, fiat chested woman 
trundling a seeing machine along. 
A 
drawer of it falls out. aud they halt to 
gather up the precious scattered spools. 
Poor little seamstress, this Is her all 
now. 
Here is a wagon fitted with bedding 
aud cooking utensils, a cry ing woman 
and a baby ou the seat, a birdcage 
dangling at the tail and two men tak­ 
ing the part of horses. 
Then a crazy 
uighthawk hack, a white faced wo­ 
man dragged from her sickbed In It, 
fainting in the arms of another wo­ 
man. 
Children Turn Thieves. 
Then a big road machine screeching 
along, a red, fat faced man standing 
up in it mopping his brow, his ey es 
searching for the building that holds 
his business, and little street boy s 
darting In and out, snatching what 
they can get, throwing that away and 
snatching more, like children wanton­ 
ly picking wild flowers. I see one little 
creature capering with three hats ou 
his head that he had taken from a 
•how window. 
Before the banks and safe deposit 
vaults the men and boy s employ ed 
there are busy pulling out drawers 
full of ledgers and valuable papers, 
carry ing them away in their hands, 
loading them into wagons and eveu 
Into wash buckets. 
On the step of one bank, with the 
fire only a block away , I see a man 
wringing his hands and cry ing aloud: 
“ Will be never come? Will he never 
come with the combination? My God, 
why doesn’t he come? ” 
I can't get to the Postal telegraph of­ 
fice for the dead line of the police and 
the crowd. I find the Western Union 
wrecked, with bewildering clerks re­ 
peating "All wires down! 
All wires 
down!” to the pale faced and dirty 
faced men and women who want to 
send messages out reassuring their 
friend» . 
Every few seconds there is a boom­ 
ing » ouud that adds to the horror, the 
confusion 
and fearsomeness of the 
scene. 
It comes from the dy namite 
detonations where they are try ing to 
check the spread of the fire by blowing 
up buildings. 
A 
theatrical 
man 
comes 
running 
along telling how the Grand Opera 
House has fallen in and is on fire with 
ail Conrled's grand opera settings and 
the singers’ beautiful things going up 
in smoke. 
He laughs idiotically , poor 
chap, aud say s. “ Sudden close of tbe 
opera season, isn’t it? ” 
The newspaper offices still stand, but 
this is ouiy 7 o’clock, aud with their 
power cut off there is no way to get 
off the ex tras that would sell like hot 


ry across the upheaved street and 
twisted 
car 
tracks. 
This 
is 
made 
ground, and the earthquake play ed 
with It as a child play s with a card­ 
board, cracking, creasing and bending it. 
On the bay side of the water front 
the old docks have tumbled and look 
like so much kindling wood. The tow- 
ar of the ferry building is destroy ed 
and broken. 
The passenger» stream 
aboard the ferry boat—the only boat» 
running are the Southern Pacific—and 
turn to look back upon their city . From 
this point there is something colossal 
In the disaster that has befallen. A 
great cloud is rising magnificent and 
overwhelming in its proportions, grow­ 
ing ever black and blackest toward the 
ground, spreading wider and wider. 
The red flames shoot sky ward through 
It and but emphasize its density and 
violeuce. 


Looks Back on Doomed City . 
The Fairmount’s marble walls gleam 
orange through the flames. 
The Call 
building rises like a sentinel, and far 
bey ond y ou can make out through the 
murkiness black splotches upon the 
green, the people hurry ing to the San 
Bruno hills. 
On the Piue street hill I 
can see a row of old ramshackle cot­ 
tages that have slipped from their foun­ 
dations Into the street, apparently in­ 
tact. 
On Telegraph hill, on the high­ 
est place, the sky line is marked with 
a garb of up-ended fringe of the people 
who have sought refuge up there at the 
top of the streets. 
There are no trains moving other 
than the Oakland local wheu we got to 
Oakland, for there are no wires to send 
train dispatches ou. 
At last a traiu 
moves out to Stockton, taking its 
chance, and a few venture on it. It is 
10 o’clock, and we have nothing to eat 
and drink, but we give no thought to 
that. 
I plan to make my way to San 
J ose aud telegraph from there, but by 
11 o’clock we know that San J ose f« 
wiped out. 
A few wan, red ey ed refugees from 
San J ose are coming to San Francis­ 
co, and we meet them at Niles. 
“ San 
J ose Is flat on the grouud,” “ S« n J ose 
Is gone!” These are the message» they 
bring 
All brick building« are down 
there. 
A man who was In the S t J am« » ho­ 
tel there tells me how the side fell out 
of the room he was sleeping in and 
the brick chimney fell in upon his 
bed, and y et lie escaped. 
The security of the rails was sus­ 
pected, and the train traveled cau­ 
tiously , 
From East Oakland uotinng 
was known of IueouiLug trains or the 
condition of the road. 
ColhsionB were 
Imminent, 
aud 
every 
curve 
was 
breathlessly rounded. Each bridge and 
trestle was a new danger, aud when 
tbe train crept into the Altamont tun­ 
nel it seemed as if no one broethed In 
any of the dark cars, aud a sigh swept 
through wheu the day light gleamed at 
the other end. Coming from Oakland 
to Stockton the effects of the earth­ 
quake were apparent as far as La- 
thrope, lessening as we drew away 
from the mole. Our traiu only crept 
along at times. 


N« rr Topmast« . 
Never in the history of spring traffic 
in aud about New York harbor have eo 
many braud new topmasts been seen 
ou sailing craft of all description« as 
this y ear, say s the New York corre­ 
spondent of the Pittsburg Dispatch. 
Scarcely a sail carrier, from oy ster 
■ boat to full rigged ship, ha» been 
» hunted about the harbor for the last 
few weeks which did not show from 
j one to two lofty sticks shining In all 
the splendor of new dressing and In 
marked contrast to the diagy and 
weather beaten masts which held theta 
| aloft. They are a “ shining” comment- 


j ary on the havoc play ed by wtntar 
gales among all classes of shipping 
along the north Atlantic coast. Cap­ 
tain Nicholas Reilly of the BHis Island 
ferry counted in a single day recently 
fifty -three sailing 
vessels on which 
j were forty -seven new topmast« , some 
vessels having two, others only one. 
He made a note of it in his log and has 
been try ing to figure what the total 
' loss to sailing vessels in lofty spars 
has been ou tbe basis of forty -seveu to 
fifty -three.

His reply was characterized by great 
dignity and force, “ Mr. Forquer," he 
said, “ commenced his speech by an­ 
nouncing that the young man would 
have to be taken down. 
It is for 
you, fellow citizens, and not for me, 
to say whether I am up or down. 
The gentleman has Seen fit to allude 
to my being a young man; but he 
forgets that I am older in years than 
I am in the tricks and trades of poli­ 
ticians. 1 desire to live, and I desire 
place and distinction; but 1 .would 
rather die now than, like the gentle­ 
man, live to see 
the day I 
would 
change my politics for an office worth 
$3,000 a year, and then feel compell­ 
ed to erect a lightning rod to pro­ 
tect a guilty conscience from an of­ 
fended God.”

Springfield, UL, April 26. — The sen­ 
ate, after an all day’s sesió n, com­ 
pleted the senate primary election bill, 
and it was advanced to a third read­ 
ing. It will come up for passage prob­ 
ably today, and will be passed, though 
a number of Republicans fought for 
wtWHght -fdwraiity and against tbo 35 
per cent, clause, and may vote against 
the bill today. 
The bill provides for 
nomination of no state officers by pri­ 
maries. though an “advisory vote’* may 
be taken for governor

low': 
Change« Made in the Kill. 
Making primary districts the unit of 
representation in Cook county and coun­ 
ties In the remainder of the state; fix ­ 
ing dmtes for primaries for first Satur­ 
day in March: requiring state conven­ 
tions of all parties to be held on the 
second Tuesday in May; fix ing pri­ 
maries for this year on the second Sat­ 
urday in Angus*; for the election of 
*» tate delegates by county conventions; 
striking out se<*tion 5. which provided 
that. Independent candidates must file 
their applications ten days before pri­ 
maries. and strikine out the provision 
requiring candidates to file petition*. 
The hill provides for nomination of d e l­ 
egates to congressional and senatorial 
conventions in Cook county by direct 
vote, and outside of C ook county by 
county conventions. 
Delegates to « State Conventions. 
There is no provision tor selection 
of delegates to state conventions, and 
they may he seievb-d under provisions 
of the pros nt law or in any maimer 
party committee may see fit to pre­ 
scribe. 
House R epublicans Mix ed Up. 
Utter confusion reigns ainoung teh 
house Republicans. 
Forty-two mem­ 
bers who stand for plurality nomina­ 
tions held a conference and the discus­ 
sion which ensued over primary bills 
was bitterand uncompromising. Twen­ 
ty two voted to stand for "plurality or 
nothing,'’ and when a vote was taken 
to see who would go into party caucus 
and be bound by its action fourteen 
refused to vote at all. This number of 
recalcitrants vvil be sufficient tx> pre­ 
vent the Rephblican caucus from lin­ 
ing np the seventy-seven votes neces­ 
sary to pass a bill.
